In the Office Action dated March 19, 2008, the Examiner required restriction between 
three groups of inventions: Claims 1-28 (Group I), Claims 29-43 (Group II); and Claims 44-46 
(Group III). Applicants hereby elect the Claims of Group I for further examination without 
traverse. 

Applicants also elect the following species with respect to the dependent claims listed by 
the Examiner on page 5 of the Official Action: 

With respect to a viscoelastic polymer as in claim 12, Applicants elect hyaluronic acid. 

With respect to a polyol as in claims 3 to 7, Applicants elect a hexahydric alcohol, i.e., 
claim 3. 

With respect to a polysaccharide as in claim 14, Applicants again elect hyaluronic acid. 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1-14, 18-23 and 25-28 are generic to the 
election of viscoelastic polymer being hyaluronic acid. Claim 24 is canceled, and claims 29-43 
(Group II) and claims 44-46 (Group III) are withdrawn.
